Feed lightly on beef tea, etc., for a 
few days. If he does not- improve in three or four days give a one grain 
qninine pill morniug aud night in addition to the above; keep him in 
a dry,clean plac •, not too warm, but comfortable.

The following clause in the law of 1879 ex¬ 
plains itself: “ It shall also be unlawful for any person, corporation, 
railroad or express company to receive, carry, transport or ship any 
game aultnal or bird at any time of the year/’ This does not affect 
wild fowl.

Habits and Treatment of tbe Felldte in Captivity.. 

Mr. William A. Conklin, director of. the New York Central 
Park Menagerie, In the July quarterly Dumber of The Archive! of 
Comparative Medicine and Surgery, contributes the following 
practical and interesting letter: 

As the Felldte family comprises some of the most valuable and 
Interesting animals to be found in the zoological gardens and 
menagorleB, their treatment In captivity Is of great Importance. 
It Is Impossible, In view of their confinement and consequently 
limited opportunities of exercise, for them to have all the condi¬ 
tions of life favorable to health. Constipation Is one of tbe seri¬ 
ous difficulties we have to contend with. To guard agalust this, 
liver Is fed them oucea week; when thle proves Ineffectual, cas¬ 
tor oil Is admlolstered with their meat. 

Their food ia either beef or horse-flesh, tbe latter being used 
altogether In the Zoological Garden, of Philadelphia, and In 
the principal Europeau gardens, as a measure of economy. Old 
and worn-out horses are taken to the gardens, where a veterinary 
surgeon examines them to ascertain If they are free from dis¬ 
ease. In eome gardens the mode of killing these horses Is by a 
blow on the head, ae this retains the blood through the meat. 
Regularity as to time of feeding Is of Importance. We feed once 
od week-days only, and fast on Sunday, In order to avoid sur¬ 
feiting and to give tbe stomach a rest. The animals understand 
this perfectly; for, while at tbe approach of the feeding hour 
during the week, they pace their cage, impatiently watching for 
the keeper, on Sunday they give no sign of expectation, but re¬ 
main quiet In their cage. I have bad lnstaucee of animals volun¬ 
tarily abstaining from food for a period of ten days without suf¬ 
fering apparent Inconvenience. In cases of this kind, I try to 
tempt their appetite with a live rabbit, or chicken, or other delicate 
morsel. The tiger and lion are allowed for one meal twelve 
lo fifteen pounds of meat, including bone; the smaller animals 
less, In proportion to their size. When the meal is finished, 
water Is given them, after which they pace the cage for awhile, 
and (hen 6leep. They are all very fond of catnip, and when It 
Is placed In their cage, enjoy rolling In It, thus resembling tbe 
domestic cat. It is advisable to place logs of wood In the cage, 
so that tbe animal may scratch with its claws; otherwise, the 
nails will grow into the flesh and fester, causing much pain, and 
will have to be cut from time to lime. 

The Felidie live In eapitlvity from fifteen to sixteen years, 
showing signs of decay at about the sge of twelve. The Hob 
seems to breed more freely than any other species of the Feliihe; 
and strange to say, that in traveling menageries, they breed sb 
freely as In gardens where the cages are more spacious. This 
may be attributed to the change of air and scene in their circus 
life. The male will serve the female at least thirty times a day 
as long as she Is lu season, which lasts generally ten or twelve 
dayB. The jaguar aud leopard have been crossed, also the tiger 
and Hon. Specimens of the latter were exhibited last year In this 
city by Mr. Forepaugb in his traveling menagerie- Period of 
gestation In lion, tiger, and hyena sixteen weeks, leopard fifteen 
weeks, panther thirteen weeke. The number at a birth Is 
usually from two to four, In the rase of the lion au hour or two 
intervening between the delivery of each cub. The last time a 
hyena at a menagerie gave birth to young, there was an Interval 
of twenty-four hours between each cub. Weight of lion-cubs 
when born four to six pounds, hyena three and a-quarter pounds. 
Eyes open after four to seven days, and In three weeks teeth all 
cut. The young of the spotted hyena are born without spots, 
while those of the self-colored animate, lion and panther, are 
born with spots which disappear in from three to four months. 
Tbe young of the tiger and leopard are marked like tbe adult, 
but of course less distinctly. It frequently happens that tbe 
mother will devour her young, but after the cubs are three or 
four weeks old there is no further danger. The tiger cubs arc 
generally taken from their mother as soon as born, aud given to 
a bitch to bring up. 

Our cubs at the menagerie suffer chiefly from rickets, which 
affects them wheu about six or eight mootbs old. As a remedy 
for this we give lime and have used tbe calcls phosphorus pre¬ 
cipitate with good results. Wc have a lioness at the Park 
menagerie that has bred twenty-seven cubs In seven years and 
raised but one. Mr. Bartlett, In a paper read before the London 
Zoological Society, says: 11 A very extraordinary malformation or 
defect has frequently occurred among lions produced during (be 
last twenty years In the Regent’s Park. This imperfection con¬ 
sists In the roof of tbe mouth being opened, the palatal boues 
do not meet, the animal therefore Is unable to suck, and con¬ 
sequently dies. This abnormal condition has not been confined 
to any one pair of Hons, but many lions that have bred in tbe 
garden, and not in any way related to each other, have from time 
to time produced these malformed young, the cause of which 
appears to me quite unaccountable ” 

In the Dublin Zoological Garden they bad a lioness which 
presented them with fifty-four cube, fifty of which she succeeded 
lu raising. 

Referring to the death of this animal, tbe report of the garden 
for that year says: “ The closing weeks of her useful life were 
marked by a touching Incident worthy of being recorded. Tbe 
large catB, or carnivores, when In health, have no objection to 
tbe presence of rats In their cages. On the contrary, they 
rather welcome them as a relief to the monotony of existence, 
Which constitutes the chief trial of a wild animal In confinement. 
Thus, It Is a common sight to see half-a-dozen rats gnawing the 
bones off which tbe lionsliavedlned,while the satisfied carnivores 
look on contentedly, giving the poor rats an occasional wink with 
their sleepy eyes. In Illness the case Is different, for the un¬ 
grateful rats begin to nibble the toes of the lord of the forest be¬ 
fore his death, aud add considerably to his discomfort. To save 
our lioness from this annoyance, we placed In her cage a flue little 
rat tau-terrler, who was at first received wllh a surly growl; but 
when the first rat appeared, aud the lioness saw the little terrier 
toes him in the air, catching him with professional skill across 
the IoIds with a snap ae he came down, she began to understand 
wbat the terrier was for; she coaxed him to her side, folded her 
paw around him, and each night the little terrier slept at tbe 
breast of tbe lioness, enfolded with her paws, and watching that 
his natural enemies did not disturb the natural rest of his mis¬ 
tress. Tbe rats had a bad time during those six weeks.’’ 

These animals are very decided In their likes and dislikes; 
they will dart at the bars of their cage and growl at any one for 
whom they have an aversion. They have a very retentive memory. 
One at the Park menagerie saw, among a crowd of visitors, a 
former keeper, and though he had been absent four years, the 
affectionate animal at once recognized him with unmistakable 
signs of joy. 

The care of wild animals, though attended with much anxiety 
and frequent disappointments, Is lu many respects satisfying. 
The opportunities for a close and correct observation of their 
habile are great, and no one can be long associated with them 
without being deeply Impreeeed by their Intelligence ae well as 
by their amiable traits. 
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The Spanish Mackerel, and Its Artificial Propagation.

NAME ANIl OHAKACTEHISTtOS. 

Tbe fish to be noticed In this paper Is a member of the family 
Scombrldie, described by Mltchlll as the Cybium maculatum. Its 
general appearance Is much like that ol tbe common mackerel, 
Scomber scombrue, though It Is considerably larger. Its color 
Is greenish above, blending Into ashen gray. Us sides and all 
beneath are lustrous white, while about twenty yellowish round 
Bpote, a quarter of an Inch In diameter, are tricgularly distribu¬ 
ted along the sldeB. Its eyes arc large; its mouth Is also large, 
and armed with acute and slightly conical teeth, which, however, 
are wanting In trout. Its length [s seventeen to twenty Inchee. 
De Kay, while describing It as Cybium maculatum , calls It tbe 
” spotted cybium,” and applies the name Spanish mackerel to 
the Scomber coliae. It Is true that the Scomber coliat formerly 
monopolized the term Spanish mackerel, for It was then in mar¬ 
ket and sold lu considerable quantities. Great schools of these 
fish appeared in New York Bay io 1811 and 1813. About 1820 
they were exceediogly abundant at Gloucester, Mass., and at 
Provincetown, Maas. But It has disappeared from our coast. 
During a ten years’ search no specimen has been taken unless a 
rare specimen taken by Hon. Samuel Powell, of Newport, R. I., 
October 22, 1875, was of tills species. Mr. Powell was very 
certain that ItwaB Scomber coliae ; however, no spec,men Is known 
to exlBt In aDy museum. But the vernacular still has a use for 
tbe name Spanish mackerel, having transferred It to tbe Cybium 
maculatum. The latter was first described by Mltchlll more than 
sixty years ago. It was then very scarce In our waters, though 
believed to be abundant in the Gulf ol Mexico and Caribbean 
Sea. Of late years It has appeared in larger and larger numbers 
along our coast, extending as far north as Narragansett Bay. 

DOCADITY AND ABUNDANCE. 

In 1854, Professor Theodore GUI, of tbe Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion, reported It to be of very Blight commercial importance. 
Seth Green places Its first appeantuce within fifteen years. Few, 
If any, were taken In Chesapeake Bay prior to 1870. It Is now 
found In schools off Fire Island, the shoals annually Increasing 
lit size, one having been reported five miles square. About 1872 
or 1873 there was quite au abuudanceof this fish In Narragansett 
Bay. Between three buudred and four hundred were taken at 
one haul of the seine, but tbe run was short, and the fish did not 
re-appear. The Chesapeake Bay has been annually visited by 
large schools for several years, where It ts known as the ” Bay 
mackerel.” None were known to have been marketed there 
prior to 1870, but in 1879, 1,300,000 of this fish were sold, and 
tbe season of 1880 is expected to yield 2,000,000. They are 
taken In pound-nets and gill-nets. At Cherrystone, \ld., there are 
fourteen pounds, which average a catch of 500 to a day. As many 
as 4,000 per day have been taken in a single pound on tbe east¬ 
ern shore of the Chesapeake, while 2.500 Is not a rare catch with 
one pound. The Bay fish, are, however, smaller and leauer than 
those caught further north. The fishermeu disagree In regard to 
the length of lime in which schools have visited the bay, some 
asserting that there were only scattering fish prior to 1875, and 
others that schools have appeared for many years. But ull agree 
that there has been a surprising Increase during the last five 
years. The occurreuee of the fish hardly ought to be judged by 
the amount caught, for tbe Increase In catch lias been entirely 
coincident with the iDcrease of pouu 1 and net-fishing. It Is 
well known that the fish ordinarily rcfuseB the hook. 

METHOD or CAPTURE AND SALE. 

The first pound which was really a success in the Chesapeake, 
was constructed by George Snedlker, at Newpoiut, Va., in 1875. 
Now there arc 104 between Cape Charles and the Rappahannock 
river. Two years later gill nets were introduced, and came im¬ 
mediately Into general favor. This season there were 175 men 
between Smtth’s Island and Occohamock creek, engaged In tak¬ 
ing Spanish mackerel. A net, seventy-five to one hundred 
fathoms long, will average twenty lo forty fish per day, and as 
many as 500 have been taken lu that length of time. The fish 
average from oue and one-balf to two pounds each In weight. 
The markets, In the order of their Importance, ure Baltimore, 
New York and Philadelphia. Iu the New York market the re¬ 
ceipts, since 1878, have been as follows:

MAKKET PRICES. 

In New York market the price per pound ranged from eighteen 
to thirty cents during 1879; for May, 1880, from fifteen to forty 
cents; but owing to the large shipments in June the price fell 
to ten to fifteen cents. On special occasions tbe fish have sold 
readily at one dollar per pound. The catch of 1873, at Newport, 
R. I., was sold at prices varying from seventy-five cents to one 
dollar per pound. 

TBE MIGRATIONS. 

This fish usually appears In the Chesapeake In May, when the 
temperature has reached 65 or 70 degrees, and the number In¬ 
creases until the middle of June. They remain abundant until 
September, and diminish as the temperature of the water falls, 
until, In early October, nearly all have disappeared. They come 
In small schools, but later get scattered, and often quite Isolated. 
Before leaving, the schools seem to be somewhat re-formed. The 
Individuals of tbe schools are of different sizes, the males and 
.females often disproportionately mingled. They eeetn to avoid 
the brackish waters, and do not enter the rivers at all. They are 
less plenty In the Upper Chesapeake. 

SPAWN1NO. 

Six months ago no one knew the first particular of tbelr spawn¬ 
ing. The size and character of the eggs was unknown. No 
limit had ever been fixed lor the spawning period. The shrewd¬ 
est guess was that they spawned lu the warm water of the South 
Id mld-Wluter. Tbelr rare quality as a food fish and the success 
Id artificially batching shad, salmon, cod, and other edible fish, 
had led tbe United States Fish Commission to much desire the 
lacking information. 

In the Winter of 1879 and 1880, by direction of Profeesor S. F. 
Baird, Commissioner, Mr. R. E. Earll, lot. several years connected 
with the propagation department of the fish commission, and Col. 
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Marshall McDonald, commissioner of the State of Virginia, made 
Bn exploring tour along the southern coast from Florida north¬ 
ward. To Mr. liarll was assigned the salt-waler fishes, and to 
Col. McDonald those of the fresh water. In late Spring they had 
passed Norfolk, aud entered upon the examination of the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay They had been constantly on the alert for spawning 
mackerel, and were at last rewarded about June 1st, when ripe 
fish were discovered by them In the lower part of the bay, aud 
the announcement was made to the commissioner by Col. McDon¬ 
ald. This led to a further Investigation, till, upon reaching Mob- 
jack Bay enormous quantities were found actually depositing 
tlielr eggs. Mr. Earll, who Is a member of this association, but 
unable to attend this meeting, aud who has furnished all the facts 
concerning his work for this paper, at once telegraphed the ex¬ 
tent of the discovery to Professor Baird, in Washington, and re¬ 
ported in person some days later. 

EXl'ERIMENTS. 

Professor Baird, who seemed more gratified with this discovery 
than with the world's prize just announced by cable as awarded 
to him personally at the International Fishery Exhibition at Ber¬ 
lin, directed Mr. Earll on June IT to return to the bay, aud by a 
series of experiments, to ascertain whether the fish could he arti¬ 
ficially hatched. Prof. Baird offered him the use of a steamer 
for the purpose, by means of which all the dtffereut kinds of 
hatching apparatus could he tried in the experiment. But after 
advising with Col. McDonald, Mr. Earll concluded to mako the 
first attempt with such apparatus as could be prepared on the 
ground. June 21st Mr. E .i'll started for Crlsfield, Md., on the 
eastern shore of the Chesapeake, and during the following ten 
days there conducted his experiments, obtaining his supply of 
eggs from the pound-nets of Mr. J. E- N. Sterling, who rendered 
every possible assistance, Mr. Earll found the number of eggs 
produced by a single flstv to lie from 30,000 to 500,000, according 
to the size of the fish, the latter number having been takeu from 
a fish weighing one and three-fourths poundB. Instead of all the 
eggs ripening at once, as Is true in the case of the shad, only a 
part are thrown at a time, and at intervalsof a few days, probably 
extending through two to three mouths. This is analogous to 
the cod which deposits Its eggs at intervals during five or six 
months. Different individuals of mackerel were found to vary 
in their time of spawning; some ripenlug a considerable time 
before others, and the males seeming to ripen somewhat In ad¬ 
vance of the females. From 10,0 '0 to 150,000 eggs were ob¬ 
tained at one time from a single fish. The shad, however, yields 
only 20,000 to 30.000 as its fruit of ao eutire season The cod, 
on the other hand, are so prolific that a twenty-one pound fish has 
yielded 2,700,000 eggs, aud a seventy-pound fish has yield 9,000,- 
000 eggs. 

When the fish had remained in the nets several days Mr. Earl) 
found that the most of the spawning females had deposited all 
their ripe eggs. The greatest quantities were secured from Indi¬ 
viduals that bad remained in the pound but a few hours. It is 
believed that when confined, the female presses agalu6t the net¬ 
ting in Its efforts to escape, and produces an abnormal discharge 
of eggs; but It would result iu the impregnation of a much larger 
number of eggs than would chance to be fertilized in a natural 
way. The males and females being caught side by side In con¬ 
siderable numbers, both eggs and mitt would be present In the 
water In such quantities that they could not fail to come In con¬ 
tact, before vitality is lost. 

FERTILIZATION. 

The eggs are easily fertilized. It Is merely necessary that 
they come Into contact with the milt of the male In any 
receptacle of water. A half hour after contact with the milt, 
the eggs swell and become too hard to be broken by pres¬ 
sure of the thumb and finger. The water in which fertilization 
took place can then be replaced by clean water, and the eggs are 
ready for the batching apparatus. Their specific gravity is now 
so nearly equal to that of salt water that when the water is at 
rest they float upon its surface, remain suspended In the water, 
or occasionally sink 6lowly to the bottom. The least current will 
cause them to be distrlbu'ed through the liquid. Mr, Earll dis¬ 
covered a small oil globule In each egg which serves the purpose 
of buoying it. The Impregnated egg is alBO so transparent that the 
fisbermeu who are not usually very observing, would never sus¬ 
pect their presence. The eggs arc smaller than eggs of almost 
any other species, and have an average diameter of only one- 
twenty-eighth of an Inch. It has been estimated it will be seen 
that 21,952 would make a cubic inch, and a quart, 57$ cubic 
inches would hold 1,207,728 eggs. 

The period of hatching is greatly influenced by the tempera¬ 
ture of the water. The average temperature during the experi¬ 
ments at Crlsfield was 84 degrees F. Ten hours after contact 
with the milt the outline of the fish could be discerned by the 
naked eye. The fish is formed with the curve of the back at the 
lowest point of the egg. In fifteen and one-half hours, the fish 
began hatching. In eighteen hours one-half of the eggs had 
batched, and iu twenty hours all were out. Experiments in 
water at 78 degrees F. showed that twenty-four hours were nec¬ 
essary for hatching. A more remarkable effect of temperature 
is observable In the case of the cod. In water at 45 degrees, cod 
have been batched in thirteen days, hut in water at 31 degrees, 
fifty days were occupied In batching. 

The newly hatched mackerel are about one-eighth of an loch 
In length, and so small as to escape through wire cloth with 
thirty-two threads to the inch, ami are almost colorless. The 
food sac, situated well forward, Is quite large In proportion to 
the body, the anterior marglo extending to the lower jaw. While 
floating on Its back for several hours, during Its helpless condi¬ 
tion, it passes safely over the heads of Its enemies, and is pro¬ 
tected from being wrecked in sand or weeds. While In this al¬ 
most motionless condition, it occasionally Indulges in spasmodic 
efforts similar to those noticeable In freeing itself from the shell. 
After a few hours, becoming more vigorous, It gets to a depth of 
an Inch or more below the surface of the water. After a day or 
two the food-sac W less prominent, and the fl-h experiences less 
difficulty In swimming at various depths. The young mackerel 
hatched by Mr. Earll were so hardy that forty were confined In a 
goblet without change of water for two days before the first fish 
died; others placed In water which was allowed to cool gradually, 
and immediately transferred to water ten degrees'warmer, were 
not injured In the least. In fresh water they slowly Bank and 
died In a few hours. Mr. Earll also found that a fair percentage 
of eggs could be hatched in still water with but one or two 
changes durP g their development. Eggs taken at 0 p m. and 
allowed to remain lu a basin of water till morning when another 
change was made, hatched with very small percentage of loss. 
Samples of all the different stages of development were preserved 
In alcohol and glycerine fqr the National Museum. Over half a 
million were hatched by the various methods, and at various 
times. 

APPARATUS. 

The apparatus used In these experiments being made on the 
spot, though very primitive, was as successful ns could posBlbly 
be desired. The apparatus consisted simply of floating-boxes 
with bottoms made of wire-cloth. The cloth was plated with 
nickel to prevent Injurious action of the ealt water, and con¬ 
tained thirty-two wires to the inch. AJter it was found that a 
lot of fish had escaped through It, only the shells remaining to 
prove that hatching bad actually taken place, the wire and each 


aperture were covered with coarse cotton cloth. The boxes were 
provided with cover for protection against storms, or wind or 
rain, but were pr. vtded with openings on the shies to admit 
fresh water from above. The box giving best results was 
arranged ou a rtlnclple similar to that employed by Captain 
Chester In the experiments with codfish at Gloucester In the 
Winter of 1878. It had openings ou two sideB even with the 
water Hues. Just below theee bn the outside of the box were 
wooden floats about three iuebes wills. These were placed at an 
angle with the surface so that the ordluary wave-action would 
cause the water to run up the slight Incline, and after reaching 
the highest points, passed down through the wire-cloth Into the 
box, thus giving a constant change of water without the aid of 
tides or currents. Other boxes were arranged In the ordinary way 
to utilize the action of both tides and currents. These set 
obliquely lo the water, so that the motion would force it through 
the P Horn. In addition each had a large opening covered with 
wtre-cloth below the surface of the water ou Its front side, to 
give additional circulation. The boxes were moored in the 
harbor where the tide was strongest, and by means of them a 
grealer part of the eggs was successfully batched. The loss In 
one lustauce was less than fifteen per cent. 

CONFIRMATION AND FKAOTIOAL RESULTS. 

After the experiments of Mr. Earll were over, very gratifying 
confirmations of the results reached by him were had lo the 
microscopic studies or Mr. John A. Ryder, of the fish com¬ 
mission, The fish hatching steamer Lookout, under [the direc¬ 
tion of Major Ferguson, going down the bay. Mr. Ryder 
improved the opportunity to batch a small number of fish 
aud to make drawings of the embryo In different stages of 
development. He found that when the embryo was freed from 
the shell, the changes occurred rapidly. In seven hours 
he detected the outline of a fish. In seventeen, the head and 
eyes, and in twenty, a free fish. He discovered the oll- 
globule attached to the lower end of the umbilical sac, which he 
pronounced to exist in no other fish which has been artificially 
propagated. At four days from the time of hatching, the globule 
having been absorbed, he observed the fish swimming vigorously 
about with open mouth, as if In search of microscopic food, and 
actually discovered traces of food in the Btomach. Major Fer¬ 
guson, the assistant commissioner, was so much pleased with the 
series of discoveries by Mr. Earll, and the confirmatory observa¬ 
tions of Mr. Ryder, that he transported some of the young to 
Salrit Jerome Creek to watch their subsequent growth. Prof. 
Baird has traced the stages of the Investigation with the greatest 
Interest,and has furnished every possible facility. He will prob¬ 
ably enter upon systematic hatching of the mackerel next Sum¬ 
mer with a view of stocking other waters It Is hoped that at 
least Narragansctt Bay may be reached as a northerly limit. The 
artificial propagation is entirely feasible and the season being In 
mid-Summer would not conflict with the shad season of the 
Spring, the salmon season of the Fall, or the cod season of the 
Winter. The eggs are much more abundant, and hatch more 
easily, as well as more speedily, than any other fish now propa¬ 
gated. During the four days consumed lu batching a lot of shad 
five lots of mackerel could be hatched, and during twenty-four 
days necessary to hat h one lot of codfish, thirty-two lots of 
mackerel could be produced. Mr. Earll selected a suitable local¬ 
ity for a hatching station at Cherrystone, Md., on the eastern 
shore, preferring this to Mobjack Bay, at which the pouuds are 
most numerous, on account of an excellent harbor. The fisher¬ 
men are also very kindly disposed, and offered to render every as¬ 
sistance; thusjmost important facts are added to the natural his- 
tory of the fish, and the prospect Is bright for a great commercial 
success. 

Salmon Trout Cutcliiug All the Year Round. 

Rochester, N. T. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: —Mr. Seth Green was recently beset 
by an Inquisitive reporter of the Rochester Herald, aud in answer 
to the question of the practicability of catching salmon trout at 
any season of the year, said that while at Canandaigua Lake he 
was met by the usual remark that the trout had stopped bttlng. 
In the Spring and Fall the fish are readily caught by the local an¬ 
glers. The water is then cold and the troutare found In the shal¬ 
lows. But It is well known that lake trout retire to deeper water as 
the season advances. Mr. Green’s experiments prove that these 
trout die in water four degrees colder than that- which proves 
fatal to either salmon or brook trout. Now, when the salmon 
trout have retreated to the depths ordinary anglers fall to capture 
them Mr. Greeu told the residents along the shores of Canan¬ 
daigua Lake that the trout could be taken, and he proceeded to 
make his word good. He was kindly directed to the most likely 
ground, which was a considerable distance from cimp, but be 
did not consider it necessary to act upon the advice. “The tact 
is," says Seth, “ that people always Imagine that fishing Is better 
a long ways from home. In this ciBe they said nobody fished on 
our side of the lake, because the track of the steamers Is there ” 
Mr- Green merely went far enough from shore to reach water 
from seventy-five to one hundred feet In depth, aud bis trolling 
was immediately successful. He caught trout enough to supply 
the farmers for a mile about, and In return for the fish diet, they 
furnished his camp with the luxuries of the farm and garden. 
He procured a supply of the coolest water whenever it was 
wanted by a simple expedient. Tying a five ounce sinker to the 
neck of an open bottle, he lowered the bottle, taking care not 
to stop Us descent until it reached the bottom. Then, as It In¬ 
verted, he pulled It quickly to the surface and secured water of 
a temperature ten degrees colder than the water at the surface. 
He was so completely successful In taking salmon trout, bass and 
pike, that a story obtained circulation which attributed to him 
the ability to catch as many fish with book and line as other 
people could take with a seine. The pike were caught In water 
from twenty to forty feet In depth, and the bass were taken at 
the surface over rocky bottoms The pike fishing requires a 
light Blnker, butfor black bass none Is needed. 

As Mr. Green Is beset with inquiries by letter relative to the 
kind of tackle required for successful trolling in the lakes of 
Central and Northern NewYork, he gave a full description of the 
rig he uses, as follows: The line Is a hawser-laid, striped bass linen 
line of size 9 (the smallest). It is GOO feet long, and costa $3. 
The leader, ten feet in length, la of single gut, one size finer than 
salmon gut. It Is tied in two sections, with a swivel four feet 
from the lower end, and with another swivel on the gang of 
hooka. A five-ounce ainker la tied on the end of the line, and 
the leader Is fastened to the line tour feet above the sinker. The 
hooks are flatted O'Bhaughnessy’s, number 8. There are three 
setts of them on the gang, and they are tied on back to back. 
The lower set Is two Inches from the middle one, and between 
the latter and the upper set the distance Is three Inches. These 
are the distances for a minnow five Inches long; but if the min¬ 
now Is smaller, the gang must be correspondingly shorter, while 
the relative distances of the sets of hooks roust be preserved. A 
leader costs 50 cents and a gang of hooka 25 cents. One of the 
upper set of hooks should be Inserted In the side of the minnow; 
one of the lower hooks should be Inserted near the tall aud one of 
the middle set lo the side. The minnow should have a alight 
curve when on the hooks. Care should be taken not to remove 
i any of the scales and the mouth should be aewn up with a needle 


and thread. The whole object la to give the minnow as natural 
an appearance as possible In order that the wary trout may not 
see through the deception- Lest there should be brought a 
charge of cruelty In the treatment of the minnow we hasten to 
explain that It la killed by running a needle through its head 
before It la transfixed on the hookB. The angler should, before 
trying bis tackle, take the twist out of his new line by towing It 
either on water or on land, and by stretching it. In fishing the 
line should go down at an angle of forty-five degree-'. The 
sportsman may use a hand line or employ a rod. The rod Is 
preferable because Its spring Is an advantage lu playing the fish 
wheo struck. Of course with the fine tackle described there is 
no securing a fish until his strength Is exhausted. There are a 
dozen fish lost from baste and Impatience to one lost because of 
delay. So long us the line Is taut, the fish Is not likely to get 
away. The secret of success Is to fee) the bottom carefully as 
the boat progresses. The rule Is the same as that observed In 
trolling for pike below the lower fal's. The bait must be withlu 
six inches of the bottom and the augler can make sure of this 
only by feeling the sinker touch as he advances. Like pike, 
salmon trout He close to the bottom at this season. The greatest 
depth of wuter In Canandaigua Lake Is 550 feet. Mr. Green did 
not fish in water over 100 feet in depth. The trout he took 
weighed from four to eight pounds each. 

The tackle described succeeds with bass and pike as well as 
with salmon trout. The reason is that only the minnow Is seen, 
and the fish are deceived. It must be remembered that the 
waters of these lakes are clear, and coarse tackle aud the ordinary 
bait are left unnoticed altogether by the trout, while the fraud 
Is appareut In a less degree to the pike and bass. Probably, too, 
the fish In all these lakes have been educated to perceive decep¬ 
tion In theordlnaay baits. As an Illustration on tills point, Mr. 
Green relates the following Incident: He was catching salmon 
truut for market In Bonaparte Lake in the North Woods. This 
was over forty yearB ago. Of the one hundred hooks he had 
hatted, twenty-five took fish at first, but from day to day the 
number of fish taken decreased, until eight was the number. 
Yet the mlunows were taken from every hook. One day when 
the bobbing of a bush to which a line passing through the fee 
was attached, indicated that a fish was taking the minnow below. 
Mr. Green looked down Into the water, and as the depth whs not 
great at that particular place, he saw the movements of the 
trout. The minnow being alive, swam In one direction as far 
as the line would allow; the trout followed and bit the minnow 
two or three times quickly before the latter turned In the other 
direction. When the line was again taut the trout bit the minnow 
once more and It dropped from the hook to the bottom, where¬ 
upon the trout deliberately swallowed it. Mr. Green quickly 
placed another minnow on the hook, and when the trout attacked 
Ifhe promptly lowered the line, thus allowing the hook to reach 
the bottom. The trout swallowed the minnow aud was caught. 
After that, whenever a bush to which one of his lines was at¬ 
tached gave evidence of an attack at the bait, the observant 
fisherman ran up, lowered tbe Hoe, and nearly always caught 
bis trout. This Incident shows how fish can be educated. If 
they refuse to take the bait offered them at any time, tbe Infer¬ 
ence is not that they are not biting, but that ihe line Is wrong. 
Fish feed at some time every day, Winter aud Summer, and the 
right appliance will take them. Neither is It impossible 
for people to learn tbe art of enticing fish by scientific tackle and 
proper halt. Not many years ago it was thought a wonderful 
feat to kill a bird on the wiDg, aud now most sportsmeD never 
think of shooting In any other way. Not many years ago 
scarcely an operator could take a telegraphic message by sound, 
now none are received In any other way. Aa soon as a few per¬ 
sona in one locality prove that floe tackle Is required for deep 
lake fishing, others will tread lo their footsteps, and the bed-cord 
and cod-book description of tackle will drop out of use.

Rays. 

Marietta, Ga. 

Editor Chicago Field: —On the coasts of Florida the Sela- 
chlons or Placoids, an order of fishes which Includes the Bharks, 
rays and sunflsbes, are numerous. All tbe rays are similar In 
form; a broad, flat body, dark colored above, white beneath; 
wider than it Is long, with the pectoral fins enlarged Into a kind 
of wings, with which tbe fish flaps along litre a bat; a long, slen¬ 
der tall; the eyes above, deeply sunk In their sockets; the mouth 
beneath, furnished with a pavement of flat enameled teeth for 
crushing tbe shell fish upon which the ray chiefly feeds. In¬ 
stead of scales, tbe flsbeB of this order are covered with a thick, 
bony skin, called skagreen. Of the genus ray, we find on tbe 
Florida coast, first: 

The devil fish, or sea vampire, called by tbe Spaniards 
“manta," or blanket, Cephatoptera vatupirus, Milchell, which 
grows to a great size. The following are tbe dimensions of a 
specimen taken off Charleston: Body, ten feet long; tall, six 
feet; width across the wings or pectoral fins, seventeen feet; 
thickness of body, three feet. In tropical seas this species grows 
still larger. The writer has seen a ray In the Indian Ocean which 
was at least twenty-five feet across the wings. It is a creature 
possessed of Immense strength; when struck with a harpoon It 
often tows the boat and crew for miles bgforc It Is killed, and 
sometimes It Is necessary to cut loose to avoid being carried out 
to sea. There are instances of this fish seizing with the tentacles 
or feelers upon Its head, upon the cable of small vessels at 
anchor, and dragging them off seaward. It is a frightful looking 
monster, and welt deserves the name of devil-fish, which a French 
romancer has given to a creature which la not a fish at all—tbe 
octopus, or squid. 

Second, tbe sting ray, Trygon haitata .—This speclca grows to be 
five feet In length of body, with a tall of four feet long, and a width 
of six feet across, weighing one hundred and fifty pounds. It 
carries on tbe tall, about half way from the end, a Blender bone, 
from four to six Inches long, pointed at the end, and barbed on 
both edges. Sometimes there are two of these weapons, with 
which the ray gives painful and dangerona wounds. Tbe bone or 
sting la covered with a black slime, supposed to 4)0 very poison¬ 
ous. Whether the effects of the wound are due to this slime, or 
to the ragged and torn cut made by the barbed weapon, certain 
It Is that very serious, sometimes fatal, results ensue. The fish¬ 
ermen dread It very much, as the ray has a habit of burying Itself 
In the mud, and striking at anything that approaches. 

It feeds upon mollusks and crustaceans, with Buch fish as It 
can capture, which cannot be many, as It is slow 'In Its move¬ 
ments. When killed It disgorges the contents of the stomach, 
usually a small specie* of clam, which It throws up by tbe pint. 
The sting ray will take a clam or mullet bait, and Is, at some sea¬ 
sons, so abundant as to be a great nulBance to auglers and line 
fishermen. You find the hook fast to the bottom, and pull to dis¬ 
lodge it, when It moves off with a slow and steady pace, gradu¬ 
ally Increasing In speed, and Impossible to check.

from water on the brain. We believe we are correct In saying t 
that maDV of the. dogs so formed are sprung from parents and t 
ancestors of about their own size, whilst the greater number of 
the flat, terrier-headed show specimens have been the result of 1 
the union of dogs superior In stature to themselves. This Is the a 
experience of more than one successful breeder; but. In the t 
absence of any one person who has laid himself out to produce 
show specimens, a large number of trustworthy ststlstlcs are c 
naturally not easy to be procured. 

London deserves considerable credit for the production of these s 
Interesting little dogs, though what becomes of the vast majority t 
of those which arc annually disposed of by the Whltech .pel and t 
Glerkenwell breeders, It Is very difficult to tell. It may, bow- j 
ever, be surmised that as the creatures are of so delicate a con- t 
stltution, the absence of consideration auil attention on the i 
part of their owners Is responsible for many an untimely end. a 
In draughty rooms au excellent accommodation for a toy terrier i 
Is the glass-fronted show-box which wc sec at dog-shows, which < 
has a wooden slide to slip down In front of the glass and protect 
It if taken out of doors. In ihe case of such boxes being used, j 
it Is Imperative that due attentiou should bo paid to their sat s- t 
factory ventilation. This cm bo secured bv the preseuco of air- 1 
holes bored high up In the wooden back. The latter may or may J 
not, as depends on their size, be protected by perforated zinc- 
fastened over them Special care must be taken, If zinc is used, < 
to see that It Is fixed in a workmanlike manner, as a sharp edge 

would be very likely to Injure the dog. 

The correct points and markings of the toy are Identical w.tn 
those of the larger-sized black and tan terrier; only, as before f 
mentioned, there is usually a great dearth of flat-headed toys, i 
the lucltnattoo to get apple headed being a great hindrance to 
the breeder’s success. Another disfigurement, and one to which i 
the apple-headed ones are apparently more liable than the others, 1 
is a large, full, weeping eye, which is in every way opposed to 
the small, black, and bead-llke eye Boeasential to a good terrier 
Again, In the toya there Is an increased difficulty In getting the 
correct shade of tan combined with the orthodox penciling and 
thumb-marks. We know of more than one specimen otherwise 
capable of holding its own In any company, but yet wanting In 
these poluts. and therefore unable to be shown with any certainty 
of success We consider these markings to be a slue qua non in 
a terrier for showing, though there are many dogs most valuable 
for breeding purposes which have either no black at all on their 
feet aud pasterns, or ou the other hand, show oo signs of tan. 

In breeding from such specimens we recommend that the black¬ 
legged or heavily-marked ones should be preferred to those which 
are wanting in any pencilling, a« the latter are usually pale and 
“ clayey " In tan, and therefore unlikely to produce rich-colored 
offspring. The darker ones are, on the other hand, very likely 
to beget puppies (If suitably mated) well marked, and with a 
rich, "warm-colored” tan. 

From the smallness of their size and their natural delicacy, 
toy terriers are difficult to rear, and the mother often succumbs 
when bringing puppies Into the world. However, many long 
beaded breeders are prepared with artificial mothers In the shape 
of the domestic cat, who can usually be prevailed upon in any 
number to undertake the mother’s duties to one or more puppies, 
and thus save any strain upon the latter’s already reduced 

Stl Amongst the best specimens of recent years have been Mr. 
Howard Mapplebeck’a Belle, and Mr. Robert Fulton's (late ) Lady 
Lucy. The latter wa6, in our opinion, when alive, the best¬ 
headed toy we ever remember to have come across, and her un¬ 
timely decease was a severe loss to the breed. Unfortunately 
Lady Lucy, like many others of her breed, succumbed to the 
effects of a chill, to which all these dogs are peculiarly liable, 
from the delicacy of tbetr size, and the small amount of hair they 
usually possess. The latter Infirmity Is no doubt another of the 
111 effects of (we presume, In this case, the necessary abuse of) 
ln-breeding, and very great difficulty Is usually found by owners 
of toy dogs to keep them In good trim. A leading breeder, 
however, has informed us on several occasions that he has found 
excellent results follow the application of castor-oil to the 
skin, which he uses on all occasions, certainly with excellent re¬ 
sults' as regards his own stud, which Is usually In a most satis¬ 
factory state of health. Amongst, other good and successful toys 
of late years may be mentioned Mr. Henry Lacy’s Peplta, Mr. 
Abraham Boulton’s Little Wonder, and a very fair one of Mrs. 
M. A. Foster’s—by name, we believe, Llnley. In the north of 
England we have sometimes come across toy terriers marked 
with white, who would otherwise have been good enough to win 
prizes anywhere. The white usually appeared on the chest, 
which Is the most common place for it to appear In doga, and 
was not considered a blemish for breeding purposes by the own¬ 
ers. I o onr opinion, though the disfigurement may be present 
In any litter, it iB injudicious to breed from dogs with white 
marks; and this Idea Is, wc believe. Indorsed by the majority of 
the London breeders of toy teri lers. 

The toy terrier we have chosen for our colored Illustration Is 
Mr. Tom B. Swinburne’s (of Darlington) Serpolette, by Ribehes- 
ter's Trip out of Rose, and one of the best specimens seen for 
years. She was born in 1878, aud weighs five pounds. Amongst 
her best’performances are, first at Dundee,and first Birmingham, 
1879, and she has won many other prizes about the country, but, 
from' her youth, has been unable to take a part in many of the 
principal shows. Serpolette measures:—From nose, to stop, 2 
Inches; from stop to occiput, 3 Inches; length of back, 9i Inches; 
girth of muzzle, 5 Inches; girth of skull, S5 Inches; girth ol 
neck, 7$ Inches; girth round shoulders, 12% Inches; girth round 
loins, 9i inches; girth round thigh, tij Inches; girth round arm, 
2 inches; height at shoulders, 9} Inches; height at elbows, 6 
Inches; height at loina, 9 Inches; height at hocks, 3 inches; 
length of tall, 5 loche6.

Next, I believe that all dieeases go to or affect the weakest 
place; as, for illustration, suppose the brain Is the weakest, we 
arc In dauger of having the turnstile, or If tho spinal column is 
the weakest, the partial or total paralysis of the sploal column,In 
the following manner. After you have used the driving medi¬ 
cines to open the pores of the membrane, so as to let the mucous 
How and break, kill the fever, people have not beeo satisfied, but 
supposed that they were going to cure the distemper by lta con¬ 
tinual use, instead of which If there Is no fever or mucous 
to work on, it touches the brain, and If the brain Is the weakest, 
takeB the full force, and Is likely to show Itself in the form of 
turnstile. If the spinal column la the weakest, then partial 
paralysis of the spinal column ensues, which shows Itself in the 
small of the back, as that Is the weakest place, and giveaway 
first. If you get caught iu this scrape you have got to draw with 
a fly or blister, aud the chances are that you will not succeed. 
There Is not a great deal of danger of either of these diseases If 
\ou will only keep the dog’s bowels open during the disease and 
"use a little discretion In the matter; also, see that the dog has a 
good cleaning cut after you suppose he has commenced to get 
well; also, by being careful in not overfeeding loo soon, and 
being careful to give food that la easily digested, such as veg¬ 
etables, etc. . 

Next, Stonehenge 6ays that distemper arises from a poison in 
the blood. Ido not agree with him; I think that the pol6on 
comes from the distemper. In all my experience I have never 
seen the poison before, but almost, every time after, even In the 
mildest cases. I think it is caused in the following manner: When 
the mucous goes Into the stomach the particles are taken up and 
carried Into the blood. It being one of tbe worst klods of poi¬ 
sons for tbe blood, as it thickens it, and almost stops the circula¬ 
tion, It affects the blood almost Immediately, and keeps grow¬ 
ing worse all the time, until the dog becomes dumpish, and 
breaks out with sores, such as humor and tumor, and a hundred 
other diseases that I could mentloo. Sometimes the dog is 
dying, and no one seems to know what is the matter, but people 
must remember that after the disease has reached this stage It 
has got to work itself clear, or it will kill the dog, or make him 
worthless. I have taken dogs that were pronounced to be 
worthless, and In a short time had them perfectly sound dogs. 

This fault can he rectified to a great extent In the following 
manner: As soon as tbe dog commences to improve from dis¬ 
temper, give some good blood medicine; don’t wait until the 
pulson commences to show itself, but go to work as soon as you 
think tbe dog can stand it; give light doses at first, and see how 
It works, and if it don't seem to weakeu too much, gtve larger 
until you think the dog has bad a good cleaning out. I have 
tarried this treatment to such an extent that the dog could 
hardly stand, then stopped giving tbe medicine, and they would 
commence to Improve, and cleaner, nicer doge 1 have never seen. 
1 am only telling what I have done, and what can be done with¬ 
out any particular danger. I don’t want you to understand me 
to follow this treatment to an extreme while sick, but as soon 
as they commence to improve. I have always used the following 
with good success: Two parts flour of sulphur, one part pure 
cream of tartar, one dram potassa nitre to one ounce of mixture 
blood medicine, sometimes adding the least particle of strych¬ 
nine, if I thought advisable. First, a small dose once a day, 
about as much will lie on the point of a penkolfe, every two 
days make the doBes larger every time until you have In¬ 
creased the quantity to about double, and have given two or 
three days in succession; then skip two days, and then every 
other day, until you have given from ten to fifteen doses. Then 
stop entirely, and let your dog improve, and the chances are. 
that you will have a clean, healthy dog, as long as he lives. 1 
could mention a hundred cases that I have Been of the shove 
character, and the 6ueceBs I have had. Quack.

Insect Powder. 

Paineb^ille, Ohio. 

Editor Chicaoo Field :—I waB somewhat interested in a let¬ 
ter from Nell Rebab published by you in your Issue of Aug. 
28 . 

1 would be pleased to state for the said gentleman’s benefit 
that It is unnecessary to pay fifty cents per ounce for the Insect 
powder. It can be bought at any drug store for ten cents an 
ounce, and when bought lu a quantity, for less. The fifty cent 
boxes contain about two ounces,as nearly as I can judge. In re¬ 
gard to the usefulness of this powder as a flea-exterminator I have 
not the slightest doubt, but to be thoroughly effective, It must be 
applied often. I never could get any satisfactory results from 
its use aB a lice destroyer, however. It may kill them on some 
dogs, but on my cocker spaniel it had not the slightest effect as 
far as I could 6ee. As a matter of fact I could not rid the dog 
of them until I tried a remedy a New York correspondent gave in 
the Chicago Field a few months since. For the beuetlt of 
your readers wh(5 do not remember It, I give it here. ’ Into a 
plut bottle of whiskey put a handful of fish berries It Is better 
to mash a few of them—let it stand a few days, It Is then ready 
for use. In applying It, use a small sponge and rub the dog’s 
cost thoroughly with It. It is perfectly harmless when so used, 
and a sure death to all vermin." I gave my dog two implications 
and he has never been troubled with lice since. To rid hltn of 
fleas I use wbat is called the Insect Powder Gun; this * guo Is 
simply a round box about one and one-half Inches in height by 
three Inches in diameter. The top 1 b made of flexible rubber. 
From the side there projects a hollow tube about an inch long. 
To work the “ gun ” press on the top and the Insect powder, 
with which the “gun” is filled, will be blown out through tbe 
tube with enough force to drive It all through the dog’s coat, or 
when used In the house, into any cracks or crevices. When the 
“ gun " becomes empty it can be re-filled through a hole In the 
top left for that purpose. NaNit.

3 ri course lo Paris green; Bbe In running round partook of some I sup¬ 
pose, which may have been washed off the potato stalks onto the 
grass which I presume she had been eating. I missed the bitch 
and on searching for her found her on the gravel walk frothing 
In her mouth. She had been endeavoring to vomit, and seeing a 
lot of grass In her mouth I took in tbe situation at once, and gave 
a her emetics and did everything that I knew, but tbe poison had 
d got Into her blood; she wasted away, broke out, tn sores, especially 
e mouth aud throat; fed her beef tgg and eggs by spoon, at last 
she succumbed. This will, I hope, be a warning to brother 
Sportsmen how they take doga in potato patches at this season 
of the year.

The Noil-Sporting Classes of the St. Louis Show.

Editor Chicago Field: —I have just received a prize-list of 
the forthcoming bench show of doga at St. LouIb. The sporting 
classes are full enough to please the most fastidious; but cer¬ 
tainly this cannot be said of the non-sporting section. 

It is, without exception, the most meager I ever saw, perhaps 
the most meager (considering the club under whose auspices It Is 
held) that was ever published. 

Not a single prize la offered for mastiffs, St. Bernards, New¬ 
foundlands, pugs, or bull doge, and only one prize Is offered for 
the classes bull terriers, black and tan terriers, rough-haired and 
Yorkshire terrierB. Does this positively mean that If I have a 
good poodle I must show him In a miscellaneous class against a 
St. Bernard, or Is a bull dog to be pitted against a pug ! 

I am the last man living to find fault with bench ahowB, for I 
know from experience bow foolish some of the protests made 
often are, and how difficult It ta to please everybody. But at tbe 
same time I thluk thla Is bo palpably wrong aa to amount to an 
Injustice. 

I consider that t o breeder of non-Bportlng dogs has any Induce¬ 
ment to exhibit at this Bbow, and I think thla a vital mistake. 

If our shows are to be In any degree successful, and represent, 
by tbe entries, the breeders and owners of all classes of dogs, the 
committee must see to It that things are not done by halves, as 
they certainly are In this case.

THE CHEAT ENDURANCE RACE. 

The 156 hours' race between men and horses now to progress 
on the lake front, Is an event of more interest than Is apparent 
at a casual glance. It Is a great event as a sporting entertain¬ 
ment, but beyoud the enthusiastic thousands, who are simply 
pleased spectators of a novel race for large money prizes, there 
is an almost equally large number of people, rnauy thousands of 
miles away, who are watching the progress of this trial of endur¬ 
ance for profit as well as pleasure. It may be shown that horses 
have had a pretty easy time of it, 60 far, their actual powers of 
endurance never having bad a real and properly conducted test. 
Here, with every foot of ground traveled carefully recorded, 
with experts on band to minister to the wants of the animals, 
well considered experiments in feeding and handling belug made, 
it is not Improbable that a performance will result which will 
open a new field in sport as well as teach a wholesome lessoo to 
the ignoraut mob who use their stock without bestowing lu re- 
turn for a willing service, some compensation In the shape of 
goo l treatment and palatable food, and sufficient thereof to sus¬ 
tain the animal In proportion to the exertion. 

So far the performance is a remarkable one, and the horses do 
not appear to suffer, while some of them appear to enter Into 
the spirit of the race with an ambition which, rememberlug that 
the animal has not the same incentive as his biped competitor, 
yields another poiut to the careful student who claims for the 
horse more than the possession of animal Instinct. Indeed, 
some of these aoimals show a remarkable degree of Intelli¬ 
gence, and their own little devices and the cosy manner In 
which they adapt themselves to novel conditions, certainly opens 
the question of their res6oning power. 

Aside from any scientific view It was interesting to note the 
confidence of both borse-owners and pedestrians as to the 
Issue. Both sides seemed to consider that they would have 
an easy race, and yet, the precedents being so limited, 
the horses leading at this time are not heavily backed 
agaiDst the men; the endurance of the latter having been tried 
and established, while the former Is yet an experiment. Man 
against man, and horse against horse, Is much more in the order 
of wagering on this event than betting on the general result, and 
there are virtually three races In progress at the Pavilion—the 
general contest between men and horseB, the competition among 
the men themselves, and the special feature of the first endur¬ 
ance race of homes. 

The tournament Is having a well merited patronage; Is scien¬ 
tifically and ably managed; Is productive of much amusement In 
the short races between fleet runners and O’Leary “ Thought¬ 
fully on horseback and when finished will place us in posses¬ 
sion of the first authentic data as to the relative endurance of 
first-class men contending against first-class horses. The full 
score will appear next week,

Editor of the Fore t and Stream :—Referring to Mr. Squires’ 
letter published In your issue of the 12th. we, upon reading it, 
involuntarily exclaimed “Consistency, thou art a jewel 1" We 
admit as he says, that the old company (i.e., Dlttmar Powder 
Co.) had seen the necessity for and had provided an apparatus 
for testing the strength of their powder previously (o the present 
company buying them out—but they had not provided and put 
Into use all that was necessary; the additional apparatus was 
placed Into position by the present company a short time after 
their purchase of the old. We further admit that all the powder 
made at Binghamton was made under Mr. Csrl Dlttmar’s direct 
and personal supervision, hut we cannot conceive that because

As to the manufactures of the old eompau.v wc believe that they 
were made with the greatest care. They said to us a few weeks 
ago “ All the powder made by us since Nov. 1, 1878, has given 
entire satisfaction, and we have yet to hear of the first accident 
from It." They further state the small number of cans that they 
had on band at tbe time of tbe Bale to ns, and to whom they de¬ 
livered each cans; none of which went to Mr. Squires. They 
say, “With the exception of the above cana tbe old company sold 


to you (us) and delivered every grain of powder they had; since 
that time they have not sold or given away or placed on tbe mar¬ 
ket In any shape to Mr. 8quires or any other party, a siogle can 
of the powder." Now. Mr, 8qulres was the representative of the 
old company In New York, and was, we are Informed and be¬ 
lieve. Interested In the profits of that company, perhaps consulted 
upon the desirability of providing tbe testing apparatus spoken 
of, lu order to bave as accurate a determination of tbe strength 
of the different powders, as It was possible to arrive at, and not 
trust to tbe mere appearance or a routine of manufacture, which 
the carelessness of a workman might at any time destroy. Mr. 
Squires did not decry the manufacture of the old powder com¬ 
pany when they were unguarded by lest Instruments, but we fear 
he has persistently decried down our manufactures. From some 
time last September uutll the 1st of January, Mr. Squires bought 
freely of us, indicating he bad none of the manufacture of the 
old powder company ou hand. Hu then ceased buying, us he 
si til had plenty of powder, apparently of the manufacture of the 
old - ompany, on hand for sale. Where It comes from is a matter 
of conjecture. We give you an extract from a letter received by 
us, under date of July 18, 18S0: 

“ Two sporting friends and myself here have used your powder 
from the beginning, and with the exception of the first cans, 
which I bought In Cleveland, have bought our powder from H. 
C. Squires, New York. The first lot came In red cans, C on them; 
ihat Is Ihe grade we use; tbe next lot, as 1 remember, was In 
red cans with the Bogardna circular on the back. Tbe next lot 
we received was lu black cane, and sealed I have a part of that 
can left now. The next lot we received came six weeks ago, I 

think. . . . The box was shipped to my friend, Mr. - 

who generally did the buying for us. He brought down four 
cans of tbe Dlttmar, and 1 noticed the caus were unsealed, and 
old canB. One can was black, the other red; on two of them 
FFF, on the other the Bogardus circular; but with the excep¬ 
tion of the black can, no Instructions on any of them. I asked 

Mr.-what h? thoughftof the sending of the powder In old, 

unsealed cans, and be gave It his opinion that the company were 
using the secoud-hand cans; still we thought It very strange, be¬ 
cause we wrote to Mr. Squires asking him If ho could buy our 
empty cans, which he said he could not do, as the company had 
no use for them.

We make this quotation for the purpose of explaining to Mr. 
Squires why we sealed our cans. We quote from a letter received 
this morning: “ There Is H. C. Squires, too, It looks to trie some 

like a business feeling with him; he formerly cracked up the 
powder.” It Is unnecessary, we think, for us to make any fur¬ 
ther comments upon the points already touched upon. In re¬ 
gard to Mr. Squires’ further remarks as to one charge being so 
terrific “as to tear to pieces the very best gun," and the uext 
cartridge, and perhaps all the other loads from that can gave sat¬ 
isfactory results. We refer him to Mr. Nash’s letter of June 29, 
In which be uses the following words: 

“ If this powder Is not genuine Dlttmar powder, but an article 
put on tbe market to Injure their reputation, It Is possible It was 
made to specially produce such results; and If It Is genuine Dltt¬ 
mar powder It Is not sealed, and It Ib possible that some wicked 
wretch removed the seal and Introduced enough fulminating sil¬ 
ver, fulminating gold, dynamite, nitro glycerine, anything that 
would produce an explosion, and the charge that 1 shot being 
the first that I used from the can, it might have contained a part 
or the whole of the explosive substance." 

We will further remark that It Is very singular that, amoug 
others, Capt. Bogardus, who has shot tens of thousands of 
charges of Dlttmar powder, has never mot with a change of “ex¬ 
cessive strength." Nor has Mr. Dlttmar ever met with such a 
charge while testing and experimenting at the works or else¬ 
where, aud the guns used there—cheap guns at that—have stood 
tens of thousands of the very heaviest charges, and are yet 
almost as good as new In appearance and otherwise.

Editor Chicago Fiei.d:—I have just returned from a two 
weeks 1 chicken hunt, ami had such tine sport that i want to let 
your readers know where to go, for there are plenty left. 

The I4tb inst. found me at Rocnester, Minnesota,with complete 
outfit, at the Cook House, kept by C. A. Linsley, a true sports¬ 
man. gentleman, and as a host an immense success. The ground 
I proposed to try first was about fifteen miles south of Rochester, 
near Stewartvitle; thither I repaired on Saturday evening at the 
Invitation of Mr A. K. Knapp, a well-to-do farmer in that sec¬ 
tion. Though Sunday was "opening day” of the season, I did 
not take my gun out of Its ease till Monday morning. I was 
then joined by Mr. Linsley, and finding a goodly number of 
chickens, we made a One bag. I spent several days here getting 
some tine shooting. Mr. Linsley or Mr. H S. Melon, of Rochester, 
will take pleasure lu directing gentlemen who wish to get a few 
day s' good hunting, to good ground. 

But if you want big buntiug, where you cau just slaughter 
chickens, go still further west, about 200 miles, on the W. & St. 
P. R. R. Sleepy-eye (or Loreuo, as it is now called) affords an 
excellent chance. Hotels, liveries and gulden are plenty and 
faultless, almost. I know of one man killing 115 blrd6 In one 
day within less than ten miles of the town. Mr. Graves, of 
Rochester, bagged utnety-flve io one day, and others got similar 
bags. 

Burns Station, twenty miles further on, is also an excellent 
place, but no accommodations to boast of; Lamberlon Is still 
eighteen miles further, and in as good a cbickeu ground as Min¬ 
nesota possesses. Mr. Clatison, of the Lamberton Hotel, has two 
good, light Democrat-wagons to let, with or without drivers, and 
gives good accommodations. Here I went with a jolly party who 
had been havlug good luck. Among them was Mr. SwiDeford, 
superintendent of the Madison Division C. ik N. W. R. R,, Capt. 
Cowles, of Baraboo, and Messrs. Strong, Burdetto aud Daggett, 
of the 6ame place, all crack shots and jovial sportsmen. 

Any of these points will give even a pot-hunter all the shoot¬ 
ing he can ask for. As yon go further West game Is not so 
abundant, as the eouutry seems too uew. I hope that this letter 
may guide some inquiring sportsman to happiness.

A letter 
received by me this morning, from a geutleman, a former partner 
of Long, Mr. F. F. Thomas, states it as his (Thomas’) optolnn 
that Long died of an attack of cholera morbus, the symptoms 
havlug been aggravated by the emetics and antidotes given, I 
am afraid injudiciously, to relieve the poor fellow. The only 
satisfactory way to determine the actual cause of Long's death 
is to have the body exhumed, and a thorough examination made 
of the contents of.the stomach; but whether this will be done I 
cannot at present writing state. I have written Mr. Thomas on 
the subject, aud await his reply. Asolo Californian. 


Toms River, N. J., Aug. 29.—The bay snipes have been flying 
for the past week in great numbers—marlins, curlews, wll- 
lets, robin snipes, yellow legs, dowltchos and black-breasted 
plovers—from thirty to fifty birds being killed to a stand.
